fore (to further your facred wifedomes the better in 
difcerning rightly of that truth which our writings 
exhibite) we doe deeme it very conucnient for vs to 
difcouer truly vnto you, firlt,the feueral occafions which 
principalty did moue vs to dealein thefe masters: and 
then next to put downe the maine ends which we pro- 
ounded to our felues,in publifhing the fame to pub- 
view,

deale in thefe matters,are many and mightie.

Thus then,the truth of the premifles,és verie apparant 

you fee,.as well by the {euerall pamphlets, as by the{pirit 

it felfe, which may well be fuppofed to be the indighter 

thereof. And therefore we would to God (good chriftian 

2.Cor.31.1.2 Readers )youcould fuffervs alittle in our foolifhnes 

- and in very deede you do fuffer vs. For,weare iealous 

ouer you witha godlie icaloufie, becaufe we labour

to prepare you for one husband and toprefentyouas © 
a pure virgin to Chrift. Howbeit, we feare, leaft as the 
Serpent Euah his {ubtiltie, /6 your 
minds /hou/d be corrupt from thefimplicitie that is in 
Chrift. For, if; we do preach another Iefus then 
him whom others haue preached before; or, if you receiue 
another {pirit then that which you haue receiued ; either 
yet an other Gofpell then that which was taught you be- 
Sore : you might well haue admired their perfons,approued 
their practifes , and fo defirouflie haue entertained their 
factious pamphlets. Notwithffanding,when thereareno 
fuch matters at all as you haplieimagine, why hane they 
“frronglie bewitched your minds, that you fhouldnot 
obey the truth , towhom Iefus Chrift hath bin de- 
{cribed in your fight,and among you crucified They 
do ring in your cares and would beare you in hand th 
only but difplay that authenticall power of the Lord, 
which others doe darken : as though all other faue onely 
themfelues did daylie ob{cure the glorious — of 
Chrift; and herein alfo (bythe prepofterous approbation of 
their vnderhand fauourets) they gotten a popular 
applaufe. But wherein will they not very fitlie refemble | 
. Sulpitius,a man fearefully confect in all kind of mifchiefe ? 
who haning (by the voyce of the vulgar fort) very peremp- 
torilie pafjed a Decree, that noSenatour /hould borow a- 
boue two hundred Crownes at the moft, was found at his 
death to owe thirtie thoufand himfelfe. So furely, thefe men 
do feeme with the vulgar fort to diflike that any fhould dar- 
ken the glorious power of the Lord: whereas they 
them felues do obfcure it the moft of all others. For (how- 
Soener they wholie pretend to vphold the kingdome of 
Chrift) what do they elfe by thofe their iollie pretences, } 
but couer themfelues ( asme fey) witha wet {ack ¢ For, 
tt willewidentlie appeare by the following difcourfes, that | 


none hane more dangeroufiie trampled downe the dig- 
A nitie

nivie of Chrift thes themfelues : and yet(as.if the Crow 
had engendred the Swanne), thefe men forfooth, they 
will (ceme now to build vp the dignitie they deftroyed 
before. 

Perhaps thouwilt fay or [urmize at the leaff,that we our 
felues (by omitting, and taking what part of their pamph- 
lets might make moft for our ownepurpofe) haue therein 
enen purpofely maymed their writings, and foyled the 
very force of heir caufe. Our an{wer és this, we hane care- 
ful quoted the page it felfe, from whence we do drawe 
our {euerall colleGtions : and therefore, let the learned 
determine, whether we haue any where abftracted their 
pamphlets befides their purpofed {cope , or hane other- 
wife pretermitted any thing materiall, which might but 
(in hehe mannage or further their caule:and God 
forbidybut that we fhould very willinghe acknowledge and 
redrelfe the offred wrong. In deede, we haue purpofelie pre- 
termitted many impertinent vagaries , extrauagant 
{fpeeches, idle excurfions, needles dilatations, friuo- 
Jous amplifications,avd humorous illuftrations,which 
(Gkevnto veliebotches , and _—s tumours ) do fil- 
thilie diffigure the bodicitf{elfe, and are nothing mate- 
riall, bus mscerely fuperfluous , becaufe the very ground- 
worke it felfe whereon they feeme to be builded , is ouer- 
fandie or weake to fupport fuch a comberfome frame s 
very confidentlie concluding withall, that for vs to an- 
fwere their nothing, withfomething, would be (in the 
iudgement of the learned) alabour worth nothing. For, 
what do they (by [uch their clamorous outcryes )but deale 
with their ignorant Readers , as the fooiifh hunt{man 

deales with his hounds, who by his crying fo, ho, 6 
the game it felfe be on foote,or, firft found at the Leaf : do 
but fet the vnskilfull hounds at az idlegaze. Our An- 
tagonifts in deede, they do keepe aclamsorous coyle againft 
the impugnings of any their peftilent praCriles, and tels it

intheeares ofall the world, that (do the aduerfaries what 


shey are able) their wifedome forfooth, it muft and thall 


be iuftified ofall herchildren :.4s though they tho 

it but an cafie matter to breake an Eele withtheirknee, 
or to build upthe roofe without atoundation. Howbeit, 
they haue herein verie earnefthe folicited fundrie of our 
honorable Iudges avd Magrftrates , and prefumed to 
preferibe them their {euerall courles , concerning anie 
their iudiciall proceedings .z¢ainft their perfons : for- 
getting belike that they apho take in hand to limit autho- 
ritie, are like unto fuch as feeke to ftay the courfe of the 
Sunne. They fhould rather acknowledge with 
that it is vn fitting for him who falleth, to liftvp : who 


knoweth nothing, to teach: who is difordered, to 


order : who is vnrulie, to rule : or, who-cannot him- 
felfe obey,to commaund obedience to others. Jt had 
beene much better for them to haue trulie learned their 


dutie to God and their Prince, before they had fo prowdly ~ 


prefumed to pefter the Church with fuch vndutifull 
and difordered Pamphlets. Howbeit, becaufe they haue 


publifht abroade fuch perilous points without any refpect of 


Princes authoritie, or due regard of the Churches 
peace : st fhall not be amilfe to tell to their faces, that they 
haue therefore iuftlie deferued the felfefame recompence, 
which Alexander Seuerus gaue to his friend V etronius 
Turmius : samely, vtfumo pereant, qui fumum ven- 
dunt, that they perifh with fmoake, who fell forth fmoake. 
For what other thing elfe do they fet forth to fale, but fuch 
fuming {moke, sis readie to breake forth into dange- 


rous firie lames | 
Beware therefore good chriftian Reader, that thou in- 


creafe not the fire alreadie kindled, by blowing a popu- 
lar applaufe into the wide open eares of any thofé tur- 


bulent {pirits. Be sot too credulous or 


their Bookes as the approued _ of Apollo Pythius 
2 at 
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Tua Eprrsrire 
Seneca, at Delphos. Know this for acertaine, that cuerie light 
— 53% beliefe is none other thing elfe but a foolith docu- 
ment. Therefore,try all things, and keepe that which 
is good : abftayne from all appearance of euill.

And this in 
effe&t for the maine parpofe,prefixed in the very forefront of 
that friuolous Pamphlet.

Briefly, your needles Dilatations, your fuperflaous appl: 
cations,your often excurfions,y our idle repetitions, your wan- 
dring Vagaries, your roauing Difcourfes, and extrauagant 
Speeches (more befitting a Rhetoricall Declamer, then a Lo- 
Difputer ) all chofe wewill paffe by, with apurpofed 

ence for mifpending the time.. 

Neither will wetye our feluss ftri&ly to your courfe of 
{peech, but will briefly abstra& from the whole, your propo 
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fitions and proofes,with whatfocuer els is materiall: and onlie 

And this in effe& for the 
whole preface, put downe in the verie forefront of your fri- 
uolous Pamphlet.

Latines,but to be he/dwith a fener: furclie, tobe in a [pirit 
with the Grectans, is nothing els with che Latines , but to be foal inion 
held of a jpirit , thatis, to be flauifbly tubic&tedynto the ef- tener 
fettuall working power of a [pirit. That this was the onel y mea- 
ning of Bexa, it appearecth plainely in AZarke ; where hee 
doth thus expound himfelfe, /deodici quemquam in [piritu, Beza,in 
quod, eum piritus quafi inclufum, tenet, ac denintlum, thats: 
Therefore may any man be faid to be in a [pirit: becaufe the [pirit 
doth hold him inclofed, and faft bound as it were, by his effeétuall 
er. Sothen,Maiiter Beza(you fee) hee {peaketh nothing 
at allfor your idle fuppofed effemtiall poffe(sson,but rather the 
contrarie:vnderitancing by chaewhich we call the poffe (sion 
of divels,none other thing els, butan effeciall n orking power 
of Satan,in {uch as he doth aétwalhe affistt,or torment.

the eu:ll pirit departed from him.

fincealfo andexded. Brieflie be it f{uppoled , thae 
the poffeffion of dinels whatfoeuer, was euermore a wonderfull 
inudgement infliéted efpeciallie vpon men for their fizs , and 
that there be now as great /izs in the world as cuer before:

Vnlefle happily you would haue vs 
amagine that the pre{umptuousprattife of the feauen fonnes of 
Sheua, and this your prepofferous attempt did cuery of them 
proceed from one and the feltcfame ground, and tended 
1oyntly to one and the felfefame purpete. Both becaufe they 
were never authenticalhe furnifht with a powerfull authori- 
tie from Cbriff,to mannage throughilie their preposterous pre- 
tences: and for chat allo chey felt then, and your felfe ele 
now (in a fearefull experience) eucn but one and the felfe- 
fame effect. Namelic, their adiured Demoniake outragioully 
running onthem, and rending their carkafes : your coniured 
patient verie fiercelie returning on you in di{couering his 
cofinage , to the cracking of your credit for euer, as touch- 
ing your exquifite skill in the Cabalisticall craft :

So a blind man(but cafting his faffe at all aduenture)may 
happely at fometime to killa Crow: and yet neither indued 
with fupernaturallknawiedge, nor poflett with a Dixell in the 
doing thereof. 

So likewife,a blindfolded Inbber playing at blindman buzx, 
may happely (by skuffling vp and downe inthe houfe) to 
light vpon one and the felfe fame perfon for two or three 
times together : and yet notaflifted therein at all with any. 
{upernaturallknowledge,or led thereunto by any the extraor- 
dinarie dire€tions ot either Spirit or Dinell. 4 

Briefly fo likewilea little yong child playing at handie dan- 
die,may happely (for three or foure times together )to make. 
choile of chat baad wherein the ps or the pomt is placed:and 
allchis (hope) without any fapernaturall knowledge at all, 
And therefore it is very abfurd that your felfe (trom any 
fuch aétien as {tands only vpon hap and haphazard) thould. 
foconfidently conclude a fapernaturallknowledge,and fo (by 
confequence)an cilentiall poffeffion of either Sp:rit or Dinell, 

Befides chat, how confidently foeuer you report this point 
of chufing the Bib/e before any other booke elle: there bee 
fome of good credit, and fuehalfo as fauour your caufe (fo 
farreforth efpecially as they perceiue not as yet the contra= 
rie truth) who doe confidently report that in deede and in 
truth, this yourfuppofed Demoniake did fo much as you fay. 
for once or,twice: but thacatfome other tines againe hee 
had failed grofly therein : and therefore this tricke of bap- 
hazard,\s certaine figue, as may vndoubtedly con-- 
clude an eflentiall pofe/ion, in that your pretended poore 
patient. 

Irold youa little before (if you haue not forgotten) that 
(whenfocuer you hapned afreth vpon fome other fuch new~

fenfles condition ac all. 

Againe,that healfo(at that prefent) very fex/iblie felt, may 
thus be prooued. Namely,for that the one of vs holding him 
faft (as we told you before) he not onlie endeuou- 
redto prevent our fayd purpofe , but when hee perceived 
himfelfe to be conquered in defpite of his teeth, he torthwith 
roared and cryed out: which argueth plainely that he fen/iblie 
beard,and faw and felt ; yea, and that he might alfo be made 
to fpeake(as appeares by his crying)ifhe were wellconured a 
while with a three corded whippe. And therefore for any thing 
hitherto heard,this your ner-found Demoniake, hee was not

And therefore ecuen as anexpert Phiftson, 
who tels his young prathtioner,that the negiect cf Phieboto- 
mie wasaprincipall caule of histayling inthat one tpeciall 
plesrifie, which hee had (at that prefent) inhand; doth not 
thereby inftitute an ordinanee or rule for tag G rag to attempt 
inthe curing of all plezrifies ot what kinde focuer, but cnkie 
makes knowen the prencipal impedsment to that pretent cure:

And this 
(jaith he) may plainely appeare by the wordes of our Saui-' 
our himielfe: who faith not thus,this kind thal not go forth, 
as {peaking in the fucure or followine time, as of that which 
fhould afterwards bee putin vie: but hee rather faith thus, 
this kind (goeth) not forth, asmeaning purpofelie of the 
prefent and: former feafons, or of that which bad beenc pra- 
long betore tlic dayes of our Sauiour bimlelfe : and 
therefore the fame was x0 ordnance, then prefently 
by Chrift.

Laftly, you were made priute (it feemes) to the Apoftles 
pxrpofe then, in not praying at all: who,perceiuing fome want 
of time for thetimely performance of thofe {peciall exerci- 
fes, would not therefore vndertake them at all, for lofing 
their labors, but tooke (as it feemes ) their faid want of 
time for a backefette, or a profered aduantage in their pro- 
per defence, if haplie they fhould faile (as they did) in the 
powerfull dipatch of that enterprife. 

Now furely, the Difciples of Christ are highly beholding 
vnto you for this their proper defence ; whereof they them- 
felues (it fhould feeme) were vtterly ignorant. Howbeit, 
had the Difciples dreamed in deed of fucha fillie defence : 
yet furely, chat dreaming defence, it had beene dire€tly a- 
gainft the whole courfe of the bistorie, as may very plainely 
appeare by the feuerall circumstances concerning the fame. 

For, firft the poflefled chi/de was prefented ynto them, at 
the very felfe fame time their mafter Christ wasgone vp to 
the mount:being in the mount, he was forthwith tranffigured, 
in the prefence of Peter, James and John.

After his transfiguration he comforted the three Di(ciples:

Hauing comforted andreuiued their troubled Spirites :

After this (peciall charge, hereformed their error concer- 
ning Elyah his comming. 

Thefe things thus difpatched in order : he forthwith de- 
fcended from out of the mount. Being fo defcended, he faw 
the people thronged together : andthe Pharifies very hotly 
difputing with his other Di/ciples,about their not di/poffe/ing 
of the chi/das it feemes. 

Thefe circumstances ducly confidered, it is apparantly 
euident, that the Di(ciples they hadtimecnoughto haue 


prayed: 
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ayed: and therefore, that your imagined want of time, it. 
could be no colourable excufe, to colour their carelefle 
negligence in awakening their faith by feruent praser to God. 
Morcouer,in faying the Apoffles would never haue omit- 
ted that proferedexcufe, from the want of time tothofe /pi- 
rituall exercifes : therein you derogate muchfrom the Di/ci- 
ples their confcionable dealings in {uch facred matters, For, 
what other thing elfe doth your {peech import, butthat ei- 
ther there wasin the Difciples themfelues, {uch abfolute per- 
fection of forefeeing knowledge, as they neither would, nor 
pofliblie could haue ouerfeenegor pretermitted whatfoeuer 
might make for their proper defence : or that the Dé/ciples~ 
at leaft (if efpecially they had been men of your Jxmoxr and. 
quicke conceite) they would (vpon eucry occafion) haue 
beene forward enough, in making their prefent apologies, 
how prepofterous, abfurd, or vnfound foeuer. 

Brieflic, howfoeuer you dreame,that the Di(ciples would 
haue made their excufe fromthat your imagined want of 
timetotuch /pirituallexercifes : it feemeth rather (their con- 
{cience being fully conuinced before, from the due confide- 
ration of the precedent circumstances concerning the fufh- 
ciencie of time for fuch bufineffe) that they (in all good con-- 
{cience)did plead themfelues guiltie of careleffe negligence; 
in not vfing the meanes of feruent prayer for the timely ftir- 
ring vp of their faith. Andtherefore, they (by their purpo= 
fed filence ) doe fecretly confent to Chrifts asa. 
reprehenfion very iuftly impofed vypon them for thew former 
negligence: fo farre offare they from fallely excu/ing them- 
felues,by any falfely pretended wazt of time. By allthe pre-. 
miffes then, it is very apparant,thattlis your firft reafoxhin- 
dreth nothing at all ; b ut that theformer {peech of our Sa- 
uiour Chri/? may peculiarly, and onely be appropriated yn--

For howfocuer it 
may not be doubted of anie, but that our Saviour Chriff 
did dire&tlic anfwere the point of his D:/ciples demaund, and 
very concludentlie yeeld therm the reafon of their not do:ng 
the deed:yet is it denied of all chat Chri? did eyther of both 
in thofe felfelame words which your felte doth alleadge.But 
he hauing in the words before,put downe their weakeneffe of 
faith for the principall or maine impediment to that purpofed 
bufinefle,as your owne felfe affirmeda little before: in thofe 
following words whereupon you fondlie infift,hee teacheth 
them how they fhould haue quickned their faith : namelie, 
by feruenvand earneft prayer to God. And{othis fcriprure (you 

c¢e)notwithitanding any thing hitherto heard, may well be 
appropriatedto the Apostles themiclues,

them. Hitherto, we accord (you fee) in euery point. Howbeit, ym — . 
your inference inforced from hence is not proned, but pitifullie “ 
beg ged: for we denie, that either all or any one of the Apostles 
receyued the fulnes of this (pirit. 
Exorcistes. 
Then you denie the truth of the facred Scriptures. For,doth 
not the Enangelif? Luke vérieflatlie affirme, thatthey were all 
filled with the hole Ghoft, and fpake with new toongs, as the (pirit 44.2.4. 
gane them vtterance? 
Orthodoxus. 
He denyes not the truth of the facred /criptures : who onlie 
denyes but your erronious colleitions,vottulie gathered from the 
facred /criptures. For, itisone thing to be filled with ; and ano- 
ther thing to receyue the fulues of the.fpirit.\t is an axiome, not 
onely warrantable by learned Philofophers , and commonlie 
knowen to the fimpleft on earth, but approued of all by com. 
mon experience : that, whatfoeuer thing ts receyuea of another, 
the fame thing w receyued only according to the capacitie of that 
which receyueth the fame. We do willinglie acknowledge, that 
the holie Ghoft hath replenifhed only our fauiour Chri/? with the 
ynmeafurable aboundance of his graces, and that Chriff only _ 
hath the fulues of the pert becaule, that ynto him 
the father gineth not the (pirit by meafure. Notwithftanding, 10b,3.34, 
the Apoftles and all other che eleé#, they do only apprehend the 
graces of the (pirit in their proper meafure : according to which 
meafure,they haue receyued not the fulnes it felfe,bur,of the ful- 1p 
ues of Chrift his (pirit,euen grace, for grace. By all which itis 
very apparant,that even the blefied and other the e/ect 
in Chrift they receyue the graces of the /pirit only according 
the fimple capacitie of humane frailtie: and, not according to 
the maieftie and fulnes of the (pirit it {elfe, (0 as their faith could 
not faile in any refpect. For, howfoeuer they were 
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andenlightned with the holy Ghoft : yet were they not (in this 
prefent life) fo abfolutely enligtned, renued or clenfed from all 
eruer{nes of hart, or blindnes of mind, as that they could ney- 
in doing their dutze, nor be deceiued ac all in their 
sndgement. Not, that the meafure of the jpirit which they recey- 
ued, was (of it felfe) infufficient to prelerue them abfolure! 
from either of both: but, for that it pleafed the father in fuch 
fort to difpence his /pirit#al graces to men in this lite,as the ve- 
sie belt might perccive their owne and there- 
withal!, be driuen to acknowledge, that the fulzes of perfection 
confifteth only tv Chri/?. For, who will denye, there is water 
enough in the mayne Ocean fea, to quench the raging flames 
whatfoeuer which waft a whole rowne : howbeit, this we mutt 
needes acknowledge withall, that a fimple earthen veffell can- 
not poffiblie contayne enouch of that water to aflwage the fier 
alone, that burneth one boufe. The blefled Apostles, they ac- 
knowledge themf{clues to be men, yea mex, who (being natu- 
rallicbegottess the image and likenes of Adam their father 
mult naturallic and burne as the Prophet reporteth, And 
therefore, albeit they were certainely borne anew of water and 
the fpirit : yet, the water of the {pirit, it doth not fo thoroughlic 
exuinguith in them all parks aud onerfights whattoeuer, as that 
their faith could not faile in any relpect. For then, what needed 
their corruptible bodies to put incorruption upon them, or them- 
felues defire to be diffolued and to be with Chrift ? Howbeit, this 
we certainely know , that (during this lite) there remayneth e- 
uen is che beft ofall, a dayly /Prife betweene the {pirit and the 
flefo: yea, and that the remnants of flefo do fircke very not 
only in thes Aarts, but alio in their minds. Aud for thele felfe- 
faine reipects, the very Apoffles themfelues do tr: ely acknow- 
ledge, that zow (namely while they live in thtslite) they kuowe 
only but in part-tinat the power of God zs perfited in weakenes:and 
that theretore they do all ery out withthe Prophet and tay ,beale 
O Lord, and we fhall be hezled :yoa, and cuen Paule, ne 
acknowledveth ot bimfclie, that he zs not yet perfit, although he 
be laboring earneftly torards the marke. Aus lames layth peve- 
rally concerning the frithfiedl,shat in many things they all offend. 
Bricfly.our faniour flac’, that be wafbed the 
whitest of all. hath neede no:with{tanding to his fete. By all 
which its yezy apparant, thatthe /es chemfelues,thcy were 
nov 
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not fo ab/olutely filled withthe graces of the /pirit, but that their 
faith notwith{tanding it might and did faileat one time or o- 
ther, in fome point of doftrine or indgement , and therefore 
much more in the working of miracles.

If it be certainely true, thattheir faith (at any time) fayled in 
doflrine or indgement: how then isthe prom:[e of Chrift to be Ioh,16,13.

That the Apoftles faith in fome things, and at fometime 
might faile, it is vndoubtedly true:and,the prom/e allo of Chri/? 
cécerning the holie Ghoft his dire@ion, is as yndoubted a truth. 
For the holie Ghoff (no doubt) did leade them into all trath, 
yea, I ay further, into all holines of foule and bodie : howbeit, he 
led them intoall truth, in fuch fort as Pane protefteth vnto the 
Ephefians, that he fhewed them all the consfell of God. Now, he 44.20.27. 
fhewed them all the counfell of God,not ab/olutely and fimplie, 
but fo much thereof and /o farforth allo, as was profitable for 
them : otherwayes, ifhe had ab/olutely (hewed them the whole Aét.20,21. 
counfell of God what foener, he mutt neceffarily then haue fhew- 
ed them allo the fecret things of God, which only belong tothe Deut,29.29, 
Lord alone, and concernedneither them, nor their children. And 
therefore whereas our faviour promifed fuch a comforter ynto 14.16.13. 
his d:/ciples, as fhould leade them into all truth : the meaning 
is, chat he fhould leade them intonothing eife but the truth of 
God, and into all chat trath whatfoeuer,which concerned their 
owne, and his Churches faluation. For, more then this,our Sa- 
uiour neuer promifedto them: and, more then this, they were 
notto expect at their maiflers hands. So then, howfoeuer the 
particle (al) may feeme to haue reference vato whatfoeuer the 
Apoftles fhould fpeake or do: yet Chrift, he reftraines the belie 
Ghoft his dereétions to thule ouly truths which he (by his owne 
mouth had taught them before,as appeareth by the very tenour 
of that prom:fe1t felfe, which fayth. But the Comfortor which 10h.1 4.26, 
#s the holié Ghott,xhom the father will fend in my name,heefoall 
teach you allthings, and bring all things to your remembrance 
which haue told or taught you before. Giuing them thereby to 
vaderitand, that whenloeuer they {pake or did that, which was 
not according to the renealed truth he had taught them : that

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faying or doing of theirs was more then he had told them be- 
fore,and more then they were led vnzo by the fpirit of truth. 
By all the premiffes then, it is very apparant that the holie 
Ghoff (in thofe daics ) enlightened the Apostles mindes, and 
now allo (at this prefent) doth fanétifie the hearts of all the 
eleft,{o farre foorth as is expedient for their owne and the 
Churches {aluation. But it was then, and is now expedient 
for them and for vs toerre in fome things,that wee may

And he that knoweth not Chrift, what faith or hope hath he 
an Chrifi? Ambrofe yeelding a reafon why Feter (after his 
fall) did not jpeake, but weepe, faith thus: Peter doth not now 
ufe fpeech by the which he had lied : by the which he had finned:by 
the which he had loft his faith. And againe, Peter became more 
faithfull after he had bewailed the loffe of his faith. By all the 
premiffes then,1t ts very apparant,that (notwithitanding the 
prayer of Chrift ) the Apestles faith, ix mightand did faile at 
fome time, in doftrine and indgement : and therefore much 
more in the working of miracles.

Aguine,howloeuer fome one of them, at fome time,and in 
fome tpeciall point, both might and did erre, as hath been de- 
clared : yet al cheir whole Colledge or companic,it did not nor 
could not pofiiblie erre. Buteuermore the light of truth was 
cleerely conferued in fome of their mindes,cto difcouer the 
clowdes of darknes which fhadowed the reft, and to pro- 
pagate the light of the sruth toall pofteritie :in which onely 4. 
re{peét they are purpofely called the /ights of the world, the Eph.2. 20. 
foundations and pillurs of truth. | Gal.2.9. 
Belides that, che Apostles they did neuer vninerfallie erre, 
Imeane,their faith neuer failed in all the parts of Chriftian do- 
Etrine: howfoeuer fome of them, at fome one time or other, 
happily {warue in fome certaine point. 
oreouer, they did neuer dechine from the foundation it mt, 12.

felfe: becaufe then they could not haue been the true Church 
of Chrift, which muft neceflarily bee builded vpon Chrift the 
head corner therefore they evermore held the 
dation faft. 

Briefly the Apoftles faith, it neuer finally failed : for how- 
foeuer they at fome tunes ftragled afide through humane 
frailtie, yet were they in time recalled from their errors, a3 
may plainly appeare. For not only they all returned to Chrif?, 
fo foone as he was rifen from death: but (which more is)they 
firit ackzowledged chemfelues, and then taught foundly to o- 
thers the itate of Christs kingdome. And Peter being reprooued 
of Paul did willingly yeeld ynto him: and /oha ttated 
{elfe ypon the Angels admonition, from offering worfhip unto 
bim: and the Apostles with the brethren ( being taught the bP gd 

pore 18 22.8.9. 
truth reioyced greatly that Godhad granted the Gentiles al- 
{0 repentance te life and faluation. Yea,and in this their found 
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conuerfion, is fully performed that which was promifed be- 
fore by Chri? : when he faid vnto Peter,vpon that’ his wor- 
thie confeflion of faith: Thou art Pcter, and vpon this rocke 
will [ build my Church, and the cates of hell foall neuer preuarle 
againft the fame Marke the words,the gates of hel,they foal not 
preuaile againft the Church: y is,they {hall not be of a 
ling ftrength,for fo the word importeth. They fhall chen 
be of frength againft the Church;but they thal not prenarle by 
their ftrength, no, albeit their faid frrength bee as ftrong as 
holds,as the Apostle clfewhere doth purpofely call them: yet 
are they not preuailing holds. For the e/ettand chofen of God 
may take a fall at forme time: but fall finally away they can ne- 
uer. Perhaps at fome time they build ftraw or ftubble:yet they 
build on and the foundation ws Chrif?. The 
fhecpe of Chrift may cftfoones goe astray in the wildernes, but 
perifh they cannot: becaufe none fhall cuer beable to p/ucke 
them forth of the true foepheards hands. The prodigall fonne way 
happily at fometime goe away from his fathers houfe : but he 
fhall be made to returne againe, and be no lefle fauourablie 
entertained of his father, then hee was before. The fasth of 
Peter himfelfe did euen frroune, as we fay : but finally it failed 
him not. He was turned away from the Lord,whom hee alfo 
denied: but hee returned againe tothe Lord withthe bitter 
teares of repentance. Briefly, the fasthfull, chey are oft times 
very fbrewdly preffed with many and mightic exemies:how- 
beit, they are neuer fappreffed. It is certaine therefore, that 
the elect and chofen, albeit they be made the children of God 
by adoption: yet arethey fubieét to errors and flips. Howbeit, 
onthe other fide, they are fubieé& fo, asthey are freed from 
the guilt of error by Chrift, and accepted as holie in the fight 
of God: becaufe they are holie in part I am blacke, O ye daugh- 
ters of Lerufalem (faith the Spoutle) yet am I comely as the tents 
of Kedar,yet as the hangings of Salomon.Y ca further,the bride- 
grome (hefaith) fhe w faire, nay(which wore is )chat fhe x the 
fairef?,but yet,the faire/? of women : not finply the faire/?,but 
in comparifon of women,but in ref pect of earthly creatures.

the holie /pirit of God did purpofe no fuch {peciall matter at 
all: but laboured onely (by that exceffine manner of {pea- 
king) to lift vp our Sauiour Chri farre aboue the excellen-

Howbeit, they haue no relation from any one dénell.to ano~ 
ther among themfelues : butonely vnto men in the world, 
ouer whom (by che iuft iudgement of God) they haue their 
preheminewce. And therefore howfoeuer (in regard of them- 
felues) they areequally called but Axge/s : yet in compari-

Notwithftanding, be it fuppofed that 
Chrift (in thofe words ) doth put downe (in deede) fome fuch 
feuerallorders of Dinels as haplie you dreame of, yet then are 
you neuer the neerer your purpofe. For, let maifler Orthodoxus 
now heare,how you may poffiblie conclude from thence any 
fuch an eStablifhed ordinance for the perpetuall expelling of 
Spirits and Dinels, as you would beare vs in hand ?

For asthete (faith he) are the ixfallible markes of 
rogues and theenes: jo furely, the miraculous expelling of 
diuels by papssts and othersin thefe dayes of the Gofpell, 11s 
the vndoubted true enfigne,badge or cognizance of antichrift. 
It is smpietie to affirme that fasting and prayer(ex opere opera- 
to) may pofliblie effeét fuch aworke : and foto iumpe with 
trayterous Stapleton and with Thyreus the Jefuste. It isime - 
pietie to prophane the holy exererle of prayer and fasting, by 
fuch prepofterous praétifes: without any warrant atal from 
the word, It 1s smpietie to draw prayer and fasting from their T%eod,Bexa, in 
pane and proper appointed ends, namely, from being 19.7.5. 
ut proppes and helpes tor the onliefupport of our feeble faith 
in the promi(es of God: andtomake them the only meanes 
for the powertullexpelling of diwels without any faith at al. 
Yea,and euen fuch ameanes fortooth, as may (faith M. Da- 2. 2oétrine, 
rel) enablea reprobate to efte@ fuch a worke. Loe, thefeare P48: 
the fenerall impieties which doe neceffarilie fucceede your

Loe, thefe are fome of 
thofe palpable impieties abfurdities, and dangers which mutt 
neceflarilic fucceed your faid expofition: and yet youare not 
afhamedto enquire what impieties, abfurdities, or daungers 
may polliblie follow thereof. 

Thefeand fuch like, they are the fuppofed good fruites 
which grow vp, and may pofliblie be gathered from your 
former moft fruitles expo/itton , concerning that portion of 
feripture. As for the exill fruits you enquire after,therein you 
are fufficiently abletorefolue your felfe.

eret ordinance of God at the leatt, to that felfe fame end. For 
euen as this, or that medicine , applyed by the Phifition or 
Chirurgian, co this or that maladie, and healing the fame in 
fundrie Patients, may (by experience)be knowne to be a me- 
dicine fecretly ordeined of God to {uch an end, though no fuch 
particular medicine be thereunto expretlie mentioned in {a~ 
cred Scripture : 1o furely , prayer and fafting being rightly 
vied, and preuailing with many from tune co time in the 
powerfull expelling of diwels; who feeth not now but that 
the faid exercife of prayer and fafting, is a certaine fecret 
meanes ordeined of God to that felfe fame end,though there 
were (inthe Canonical Scriptures) no one mention at all of 
any ordinance? 
Orthodoxus. 

You flee (Iperceiue ) from one ftarting hole to another, asa 
man.almoft {pent,or in much feare at the lealt of being ferretred 
forth. For here now (as before in poffe/fiens ) you are driuen to 
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your popifh distinction of written and unwritten ordinances. And 
thus (by laboring very eges!y to fhunne the fands of fusspition 
concerning a fuppofed confederacie with Sommers his coufo- 
ning courfes)yourun your felfe defperatly vpon the dangerous 
rocks of difcredit,cOcerning your iumping with Papéffs in their 
popifh opinions. For, (by this your blind dsftintlion of ordinan- 
ces unwritten and written ) you do very plainely demonftrate 
your felte tobe a chicken of futher Bellarmines hatching, who 
(elfewhere no lefle tondly then yout felfe here very foolifhly) 
diftinguifheth the word of God, into verbum {criptum and ver- 
bum non {criptum, imothe word written & the word umwritten. 
By which your cunning fleights of legerdemaine, you do very 
cunningly endeuour to foilt in (vnderhand) whatfoeuer grofle 


- fooleries or fond conceits your owne private phantafics fhall 


fondly affe&t. And therefore it fhall not be greatly amifle,if you 
ioyntly together receive your anfweres, firft, from the written 
word itfelfe, and chen next from your holie fathers decrees, yn- 
der whofe trayterous enfigne you ioyntly skirmifh in this fo {pe- 
ciall acombarte. 

Firft therefore (from the written word it fe/fe ) we will finally 
fquafh your ford déftinttion thus. If the Prophet [faiah redu- 
ceth the acuerfaries of truth whatfoeuer to the lawe and the te- 
Stimonie, telling chem farther,that they fpeake not according to 
this word, it ts becaufe there is in them no facred truth : then 
firely father Bellarmine and yout felfe (labouring thus lewdlie 
to foylt in fuch your wawritten fooleries,as are not according to 
the law and the te/timonie revealed at large in the written word) 
you do plainely declare, that you are now neceflarily driven to 
thefe indirect dealings, becauferhere is in you no trath at all. 

Againe, if Chri? commaundeth his aduerfaries to fearch the 
{eriptures,becaule in them they thinke to haue eternal life, tel- 


ding them withall, thar they are thofe which teftifie truly of bim: 
ithen no doubr, he doth purpofely reftraine them all en- 


quiring after any wwritten verities, becaufe fuch do neither 


_ teftifie of him, nor may pofliblie affoord any found euidence at 
allto eternall life. 


Againe,if the holie (criprwres (the word written | meane) are 


(of themfelues) fufficiently able not only comake men wile to 


faluation but( which more is) were purpofely giuen of God, as 
the only profitable direGtions and rules for teaching, impro- 
ning, 
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uing, correcting and inftruting in righteoufnes, to make the 
man of God very abfolute to euery good worke. If the writtex 
word | fay ,be fully fufficient to worke thefe effects; then furely 
thofe your fuppofed vmvritten ordinances are mecrely fu 
ous. For, what may more be required from the written word 
concerning the Churches good in this prefent life,then to make 
the good Ainiffer an abfolute man of God, and the chriftian 
hearer a {aued creature ? But both chefe effects (fayth the bleed 
Apoftle ) are fufficiently ateayned vnto by the written word: and 
therefore that vswritten word Bellarmine and you 
fo fondly dreame after, 1s meerely {uperfluous, and doth no- 
= (in effect) but defile the flefh,and deceiue your owne 
oules. 

Now next we will likewife lay open your dottages concer- 
ning this your fuppofed wwritten word, from your holie father 
his authenticall Canons thus. Si folus Christus andiendus eft,non 
debemus attendere quid aliquis ante nos faciendum putauerit : 
fed quid (qui ante omnes of) Chriftus prior fecerit. That is:-If 
Chrift only be to be heard, we are not to re{pect what any one 

elfe hath or fhall chinke meeteto be done;but what Chri/ff(who 
was before all) hath firft done himfelfe. Now then, if Chri/? a- 
tone mutt be heard, whofe voyce is onely knowen in the crsp- 
tures, | meane in the written word : then furely your vmwrittes 
word, and-whatfoeuer ordinance elfe isnot apparantly extant in 
{cripture, nor may (by neceflary confequence) be foundly col- 
_ leéted from thence, the fame is meerely fuperfluous. So then, 

this your exorbitant distinttion of written and vmwritten ordi- 
_nances, it may not pofliblie be made to fupport the importable 
burden of that your fuppofed efablifved ordinance of praver and 
fafting, for the perpetual expelling of Spirits and Dinels : but 
it falies flat (you fee) to the pround. 

Befides thatwe haue euer denyed, and your felfe fhall ne- 
uer be able to prove, that fole prayerand fasting is either a writ- 
ten, ot unwritten ordinance, forthe powerfull expelling of Sp- 
ritsand Dinels. And( which mote is your owne argument 
of comparifon, itcutteth afunder the very throate of this your 
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phantafticall opinion, as may plainely appeare by conferring 


each part of your comparifon more fully together. 
For, feeing you fo much vpon infirmities,and 
(by proportion thereof ) would om vato ys the eee 
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rall poffeffion of Spirits and Dinels: this you. know (inexperi- 
ence) that euery naturall cure is eithct ordinarie or exvtraords- 
narie. An ordinarie cure is that which in an ordsmarie courfe,and 
by ordinarie meanes procureth an ordinarie effett in the partie 
difeafed. Now in an ordinarie cure there mutt neceflarily con. 
cusre thefe following matters. 

Namely, firlt,ax ordinarte natural! medicine to effeQ the in- 
tended cure: as for example, eie-bright to cleere the dimnes 
of fight. 

a fecret operation of nature mult neceflarily con- 
curre: wih the medicine it felfe,co make it naturallie forcible for 
effecting the care-otherwayes the medicine it {elfe is veterly vn- 
fruitful, 

Thirdly,there mult be a minif/teriall hand for the ordetlie ap- 
prehending and applying of that the afere/aid medicine. 

Fourthly, there.is alio required in the Phi/ition himfelfe the 
theorie, ot knowledge ofwatures operation,to dirc&thim aright 
in that felfelame butines. 

Fiftly, there mult be alfo an ordinarie meanes to imprint 
fuch a theorte,or knowledge inthe Phifitions bref?. 

Lalily, the babite of thes rheorie or skill is that only, which 
imboldeneth and warranteth the Piftion himlelfe in fuchan 
orderly prattzfe. 

Thus then you fee that the Phifition his only knowhedge cone 
cerning the fecret operation of nature,is that which imboldneth 
and guideth the hand it felfe, in an orderlic apprehending and 
applying of that felfclame medicine toiuch an effeted cure. 
Andthe cure in {uch fort effected, it is without doubt an ordi- 
narie cure,as having allthings ordizarily concurring together 
in an ordinarie cour fe of vature.Howbeit, ifthe Phifition (hould 
effect the faid cure by fole prayer and fasting alane,without avy 
fuch natural medicine,or by a quite contrary meanes: namely, 
if he (together with prayer and fasting ) hould worke the fayd 
cure by the only applying of a p/aister of clay, which naturallie 
hath in itfelfe no zaturall dispofition at all for the orderlie ¢f- 
feéting ofany fuch worke, and wherein zature her felfe neither 
hath,nor naturally can haue any fuch /ecret operation atall:hen 
furely the cure itfelfe (in fuch fort effected) it is vndoubtedlie 
Supernatural, extraordinarie, and meerely miraculous. By. the 
premiffes then you may plainely petcejue, what things ( 
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waturall difeafe ) moft neceffarily concurre,for the timely effece 
ting of the ordinarie cure thereof: and therefore do tell me 

_ plainely, whether you make the poffe/fion of Dinels a difeafe 


ornot? 
Yes fir, it is a difeafe as ordinarie as other difeafes in men. p, Dogtrine,

But whether is it a natural: or fupernaturall difeafe?

| Laitly, for plowing and fowing, very certaine it is the fame 
fhall euermore effectually profper, in procuring abundance 
or barrennes vpon the ground at the leaft: which are the 
two certaine ends whereunto they are certainly appointed of 
God. For howfoeuer we may (by the fecret operation of God ) 
Gen.%6.12. beholdein his rillage the bleffing of abundance : yet 
Pfal.107.34. fometimes againe, the Lord, maketh the fruitfulleft land to be- 


yer very barren, becanfe of the wickedneffe of finch as dwell 
ercin. 

Thus then you may plainly perceiue,that both preaching, 
and feeding and plowing they are neuer in vaine, but docef: 
fettuall worke to that certaine end, whereto they are —_ 
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lie appointed of God: and therefore praying and fasting, if 
they bee certainly appointed by God tor the powerfull ex- 

elling of Disels, they fhall certainly profper co that felfe- 
end,and be alwaies effeftuall chereunto. Howbeit, be- 
caufe you fo confidently impugne the truth of thefe‘points, 


let vs heare your reafon why the faine fhould not be alwaies 
effe€tuall.

Befides this, in faying that (albeit prayer and fasting bee 
vied accordingly) we haue yet #o a/furance at all to preuaile 
in this cafe,you doe nothing therein but giue good Matter 
Darell the lie; who telleth vs plainlie, that howfoeuer the 
Lord hath appointed vs to fa/? and pray when we are in any 
other affli&tion of bodie or minds neither fhall our faid la- 
bour be vndertaken in vaine: yet hath he no where {0 cer- 
tainly promifed, that our.faid prayer and fasting thall fo effe- 
Etnally profper to the deliuering of ysfrom fuch an affliétion, 


this very cafe of poffeffiox he hath promiled in particular 


and by fpectall words, faying thus : This kinde goeth not foorth 
but by prayer and fasting. Therein fecretly promifing, that 
prayer and fain being vied accordingly, the euill Sp.rits 
they doe,and fhall goe forth, 

Morcouer, if you haue no affurance at alto preuaile in this 
cafe,why did youthen fo pretumptuoully vndertake to pray 
for a fpirituall blefing vpon thofe your Demeniakes, namely, 
that their bodies might forthwith be made temples for the ho- 
lie Ghoft to dvell in: fith all pirituall graces whatlocuer,muft 
euermore

enermore be prayed for earneftly, and with an yndoubted 
aflurance? Yea,and how could you euen now {0 confident- 
ly auouch,that the worke it felfe was vndoubtedly effeéted 
before your eyes,fith the effects themfelues are not poffiblie 
comprehended by corporal fenfé, and there is no affurance 
(you fay) to preuaile in this cafe. | 

Bricflie, if here be no affurance at all to preuaile inthis 
cafe, then thofe your former dire&tions or rw/es(concerning 
efpeciallie an expersmentall prayer tor three or foure howers 
together , and that your effettuall addstion of fafting, with 

our warranted aflurance of preuailing againit any Diwell 
oe headftrong foeuer) they are ( for oughe I perceiue) but 
vncerteine directions : yea, and then alfo yeu haue therein 
procured your yoong prattitioners ele where, very grollie 
to prophane the holy exercife of prayer and fafting, by their 
taking of the fame (tor fomethree or foure {euerall times)in 
vaine, about the dspoffe/fing of your newly pretended De- 
montake they hauing(as your felfe here afirme)noaflurance 
at all copreuailein that cafe. And therefore(for any thing I 
fee) their oncly refuge is this, to fay (in excufe of that their 
faid enterprife) aliquando fallit regula: or to make (for their 
proper detence) chat felfefame anfwere, whichthe Schole- 
_men doe make for their Mafter thus. Hic non tenet Magifter, 
here our Matter hath miffed the Cufhion. 

By all the premiflesthen you may plainly perceiue, that 
(notwithftanding the fuppofed force of this your firft rea~ 
fon ) the worke 1¢ felfe (being-truly effected in fuch.fortas 
you fay )it was vndoubtedly a miraculous worke..

ued in any one of them all : and therefore(notwithftanding 
any ching you prateto the contrary) the working of miracles 
might be ceafed long tine before their daies. 

Otherwaics, ifit be vndoubtedlietrue, that Sperits and 
Dinels, either then or now are, and may beexpelled by fole 
prayer and fafting: then furely, the worke it felfe (notwith-

Befides that, if you were able in deed, to proue it fo: yet 
then alfo, euen thofe ye pretended fpeciall meanes, they

Then isitnotthe force of your prayer: but the abfolute au. 
thoritie and power of Christ, thatexpelleth the Divell. A 
thing very well knowen to Mafter Dareil himfelfe; and 
therefore he telleth vs confidently, that zhe feuen in Lanca- 
fhire, W. Sommers, and the other two, Imeane,Th. Darling, 
and K. Wright, werein deed effentiallie poffefJed of Satan: and 
being fo, were vndoubtedly difpoffeffed by the finger of God, 
which faid finger of God was euermore a miraculous manner 
of expelling Spirits and Dinels.

Very trueasyou fay. For howfoeuer the iustifying faith be

manner,or by this ordinary meanes. Which ftandeth not fo 
much in the faith of the perfon v{ed therein, asin the mercie of 
God apprehended thereby : man yfing the meanes which the

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Orthodoxus. 
This anfwere of yours is fearefullie fraught with manie 
ivreligious and abfurde affertions. For firft you therein verie 
bewray an vn{peakeable Pride: prefuming to con- 
troll the abolute wifedome of the onlie wife God. Who ha-~ Rom.16.27. 
uing inftituted the onlie miraculous faith for che powerfull 
expelling of dixels: you your felfe doe proudly oppofe your 
idle conceit to his faid abfolute wifdome,auouching very pre= 
fumptuoullie the sstifying faith tarre better,and much more 
to be wifhed in this /peciall cafe. | 
Secondly , you doe in thefoliowing fpeech very fondlie 
dallie with your former affertion. For if the temporarie, or the 
historical fatth may fullie fuffice to the powerfull expelling 
of Satan,the fuppofed ordinarie meanes being vied therwith: 
how fhould the ssstifying faith be farre better, and much 
more to be wifhed in this fpeciall cafe? 
Befides that,1t is very auouch that the only hiffori- 
call faith may fulli@fuffice for doing the deed ; becaufe then 
one dixell may pofliblie driueforth another : for they haue /em.2.19. 
the hiftoricall faith, as fullieas the bett of youall. And fo by 
confequence,you therein doe giue avery daungerous blow 
to Chrift his argument,drawenfrom the abfurditie of fuch an 
afjertion : telling vs plainely itisto too abiurde to imagine a 
i[poffeffing of one dinell, by the help of another: becaule, if 
Satan be deuided ag ainft Satan,his kingdome it cannot poffiblie 
endure, 
Morcouer, whereas your felfe fo confidentlie auouch,thae 
the expelling of d:e/s by fuch your falily pretended meanes, 
doth not ftand fo much in the faith of the perfon for that 
attion imployed,as in the merctes of God apprehended there-- 
by: you doedireétly crofle M. Darel himfelfe, whotelleth p noéyine, 
vs confidentlie, that this worke may well be effeéted by any pag.106. 
one reprobate. But this alfo we fuppofe is veterlic vntrue. For 
ifthe tunely accomplifhment of that /peciall worke, confiftes 
(as you fay your felte) in the only apprehen/fion of the mercies 
God: then furely #0 retrobate may polliblie drive fortha 
dinell. Becaufe a reprobate(being vtterly deftitute of thetrue 4.23. 
faning fasts) he cannot poffiblie pleafe the Lord, nor any wayes Heb.11.6. 
apprehend his {aid mercies in lefus Chrift. 
Yea,and (which more is) your owne quoted [criptures doe Maish.7.22, 
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wore d declare, that reprobates (if at any time they caft 

orth dewels) they accomplifh that worke by the miraculous 
faith; as by an extraordinarie meanes appointed of God, to 
thatfpeciall bufines. And therefore (notwithftanding anie 
of thefe your fuppofed reafons) itis very apparant, that (if 
dinels at any time be driven out of men) the worke 1¢ felfe is 
a miraculons attion: yea,albeit the fame (as you fay) fhould 
be effected in deed by the onlie meanes of your prayer. Eucn 
as many other things els haue beene brought to pafle by the 
prayers of fundrie perfons : and yet notwithftanding the 
attions themfelues,they were vndoubted truc méracles, as in 
our ninthand tenth Dialogues appeareth at large. 

Befides all this,euen the very them{elues which 
you produce for your purpofe : they all import fo muchas I 
fay. Nainely the dewiding of Torden by hus cloake : the 
curing of Naamans le eb, by wafhing feauen times in /or- 
den: the opening of the dumbe mans eares , by the touch of 
Chrift s finger,and the loofing of his tongue by his jpattle: his 
curing of the blind by a playster a, clay, and by wajhing in Silo- 
am: with fundry fuch other befides,as in our tenth Dialogue 
doth plainely appeare.

Thefe outward things or ations which were fometimes 
— ed by the Prophets , Apostles , and others in the wor- 

ing of miracles,they were not vied as meanes, butas fignes: 
when,and accordingly as the actors themfelues perceiued 
them profitable for the people prefent.

Why man,what more profit might grow to the people of 
God: by vfing them rather as /ignes, then as weanes of thofe

They vfed them rather as fignes, then as meanes, happilie

worke wrought the more in the beholders mindes, and parties 
eured; or for fome other fheciall purpofe, beft knowento the

Your Disinitie (it fhould feeme) isbut fillie Disinitie, 
ftanding(for the moft part)ypon fillie and doubrfull 
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namelie,eyther vpon Aap and hap hazard , or vpon fome o- 
ther fickle foundation you wot not well what. And yet not- 
withftanding,you do no lefle impudentlie auouch the fame 
for an infallibletruth , then if you meant to out-face the 
whole world with the {way of your words. But good Exor- 
ciftes,doe tell vs directly how any mans faith may the better 
be tried, or the aétionit felfe more deepely imprinted in the 
beholders breafts; by making thofe accidentall matters to 
be ratherthe /ignes,the the meanes of fuch miraculous attions, 
Moreoucr, in auouching thofe matters to be rather the 
franes , then the meanes of fuch miraculous actions: you doe 
therein direétly conclude,thateuery of thofe admirable atti- 
ons, whereof thofe outward matters are onely but /gves, and 
no meanes,were vodoubtedly true miracles. Becaufe (faith D.Dolrine, 
200d Mafter Dare!) whatfoeuer is brought to pafle without ?“8-° 
meanes , thatfaneis a muracle : as we haue handled at large 
in Orh, and mopeth,in femeion & teras, throughout our tenth 
Dialogue.

Forthey expelled Dinels by a com- 
maunding power, not by any intreating word: and therefore,if 
atany timethey prayed at their working of miracles, they 
vied not thofe their faid prayers as any appointed meanes 
leading tothe aétion intended, butrather, inregard of the 
people prefent. To teach them thereby, that whenfoeuer 
they effected miraculous attions, they wrought not thofe 
works by any godlineffe or power of their owne: but by theon- 
ly immediate power of him whomthey called vpon.

Well,be it foas you fay. But declare plainely vnto vs I 
pray you, your owne purpofe in praying alfo at the di/poffeffion 
of chofe your pretended it co periwadeche

them, thatthe dinels (fo expelled )were vndoubtedly driuen 
forth by the onely power of bin, vpon whom you did call by

If prayer and fasting be (as you fay) a fupernaturall me- 
dicine for {upernaturall difeafes : why then are not parties be- 
witched, deliuered(in like manner)from thofe their torments, 
by the onely meanes of prayer and fasting?

Had wethe like Scriptures for the extraordinarte curing of D.Dettrine, 
parties bewitched,by prayer fasting,as we haue for the

Ic feemeth then that (thefe tenne perfons being only demit- | 
ched,and not effentiallie poffeffed ) you had notthe like (cripture 
for the curing of them, as (it Leemes) you haue for parties poffe/- 
fed. And fo by confequence, you your felfe obferuing in their 
{cuerall cures the {elfefame ordinance, which Chrif? (you fay) 
hath onely eftablifht for parties poffeffed: you dele altogether 
therein without warrant from /éripture. 
Not fo, for there is (you muftnote) an apparant difference 
betweene e/fentiall poffeffing , and an attwall bewitching : and 
therefore how{focuer thole tenze perfons were all vexed of Sa- 
than,by the only meanes of fourt feuerall Witches; yet was the 
Diuell effentiallie inherent ineuery of theit bodes: and fo they 
(being every of them effentialle poffeffed were allo effettuallie 
aispoflelied by prayer and fasting. Whereas all other attuallbe- 
witchings of Sathan, they areonly but externall vexations by 
irits and diuels : and therefore the parties bewitched not being 
efjentiakie poffeffed, we haue not.the like for them 
Orthodoxus. 
Aman (no doubt) may highlycommend your dexteritie 
in finding a prefent fo:ft, when you are hardly befet. For, how- — 
foeuer you were here (on the fodaine) depriued of a /yarsme- 
morie, you are not deflitute (I perceiue) of a womans wit, you 
haue your anfweres readie to help at a pinch. But go to, dotell 
vsI pray you, whether effentiall poffeffings, and attuall bewit- 
chings be not both of them fipernaturall difeafes?

Yes, I confeffe they are both of them /xpernaturall difeafes, D.Doftrine, 
and inflicted ajloby Satharhimfelfe. PAB: 
_ Then furely, that /#pernaturall medicine which aceompli- 
fheth

of the other. But prayer and fasting (yo: lay) is a/upernaturall 
medicine to cure fupernaturall vexations in parties poffeffed: and 
therefore alfo a /upernaturall medicine, to cure fupernatarall 
vexations in parties bewitched. |

It is euen fol confeffe: neither is there any other way or 
meanes forthe curing of fuch, but only prayer and fasting, vn- 
lee haphie they will go to the Dinell tor help, as many haue 


done, and yet do.

Your anfweres (I perceiue ) they growe very giddie , for 
prayer and fasting was buteuen now no way or meanes appto- 
ued by /cripture co cure the /upernaturall vexations of parties 
bewitched : and now the fame is become onthe fodaine, the 
only way or meanes thereto, vnlefle haplie men will go to the 
Diuell for help. Weil then, for as muchas you make them now 
(by your ew edition )the only way or meanes to cure the fu- 
pernaturall vexations al{o of parties bewitched : why do you not 
practife that felfefame meanes, and make apparantly euident 
thofe felfefame effects of fole prayer and fafting in parties bewit- 
ched,which you falfely parties poffeffea?

Briefely in faying there is (for parties bewitched ) no ordinarie 

help. preferibed in all the (criprares, and yet notwithftandin 
dare thus boldlie auouch an eftablifhed ordinance from Chrift 
for parties poffeffed : you do therein make the parties bewitched 
to lye vnder an heauieriudgement of God, then do any-the par- 
ties poffeffed. And fo by confequence tobe in a much more 
fearefull cdition: ashawing no meanes at all fortheir cure,but 
only a deuife of your owne, without any warrant f16 /cripture.

Though we haue not like /peciall (criptures for parties bewite 
ched,as we haue for parties poffefJed; yet haue we great ftore of 
generall fcriptures, which teachys to remoue all iudgements 
whatfoeuer by prayer and fasting: and fo by confequence they 
teach thetimely remouing alfo of this one /peciall iudgement,by 
that {clfefame {peciall praétife. And therefore, if (in fuch or- 
derly practife of prayer and fasting ) the parties bewitched ob- 
raine not their purpofe:yet {hall not cheir labours cherein be be- 
ftowed in yaine, but they fhall haue great coinfort in doing 
their dutie ; yea, they fhall haue their affii@tions fanétified ynto 
them, and madea meanes of much good to their foules.

Much leffe may you fo certeinly auouch, that their 
bewitched condition fhallbe made a meanes of much good to 
their foules: yniefle you could certeinely fay, that the parties 
themfelues are within the fecret ele&tion of God. Howbeit, 
what might be that great good (I befeech you) which their 
faid affli€tion fhall procure to their foules ?

daunce be quite ra But the gallant in the meane time hee 
keepes a flouncing and frisking about; as though he would 
teach the whole world a new tricke in dauncing.

{traunge and grienous vexation by Satan, and then (shaking 
hands at the firit with chat your affertion ) you neuer soyne

As for example, in Judges, the people of //rzel (intending 
aiuft reuenge vpon the Beniamites for their !o fhametull dif- 
Indg.20.26.3$. order) they prayed and fasted before : howbeit, the L/raelites 
fxord and fpeare wastle ordinarie meanes whereby the Lord 
onerthrew the Beniamites. 
So, in Samuelagaine (being to wage warre withthe Phili- 
 ftims) they prayedand fa/fed for their happie deliucrance:but 
r0.13. yetthe (udden thunder of God was the matter that daunted 
the Philiftims hearts,and the [/raelites weapons the only or- 
dinarie meanes that made fo bloudie a maffacre among the 
whole armie. | 

2.Chro.20.3.23 So in the Chronicles,the [/raelites(being to warre with the 
Ammonites ) they prepared themfelues to the battell by 
prayer and fasting: howbeit,the flaughter of the Ammonites,it 
bre effected by meanes of the intestine diffentions among them- 

elues. 

So in Ester, the Jewes (being profcribed and deftinated 
to afearefull deftruétion) they prayed and fasted for their 

hoped deliucrance : notwithftanding the prefence 
and prudent perfwafions of Ester, were the ordinarie meanes 
which pacified Ahafhuerofh hrs anger againft them. 

So in Jonah, the Niniwites (beiny, threatned with prefent 

deftruction) they prayed and fasted: howbeit, their fasthfull 
| conuerfiow (whereof their faid prayer and fasting were onely 


but frustes) was the ordinarie meanes that turned away theit 
threatned deftruction.

Solikewife Nehemiah, hee prayed and faftedto teftifie his Nehem.1.4. 
faith towards God,his lowe to bis people,and forrow for that their 18-20.

tse. 

So inthe people they prayed and fasted for Peters 
delinerance: but yet Peter was extraordinarilie and miracu- 
louflie delivered by the Angels meanes. By ailthe premilles 
you fee itapparantly euidenc,that /o/e prayer alone is notthe M, Dent his 
onlie meanes; but that rather which faxttifieth (ome ether ordi- pathwaie to 
nary meanes, for the timelie remoning of any the udgements of 
God, 
Neycher can you pofliblie propound any one inftance 
from out of the {criptures, wherein {ole prayer and fatting a- 
lone (without fome other ordinarie meanes concurring 
therewith) did euer effect ante worke whatfocuer: butthe © 
fae was euermore reputed a miraculous action. And cher- 
fore do you plainly auouch,that(1n euery of thofe your pre- 
tended difpofleilions by fole praier & fafting) you wrought 
truc miracles:or cls now at the length giue oucr your groffe 
errors for fhame, Yea, and this fo the rather, by how 
much you may plainelie perceiue,that che fafter you runne 
the further youroaue from the marke, and the more you 
feeke to confirme,the more you confound your owne caufe. 
Being now brought (you may fee)co fuch as you know 
not whatto make of the matter it felfe which you labour to 
mannage.Neyther yet can certainelie tell vs whether it was 
an smnard poffe/fion,or an outward vexation. Or whecher it was 
neyther of both , but {ome other ttraunge indgement of God: 
or whether it was the band of God (ome one way or other 
on them, but what way you Know not. And yet mao 9 
ftanding,y ou dare proudlie determine thefe intricate mat- 
ters:as if they were certainelie reucaled vnto you by az An- 
gellfrom heanen.

ter twife or thrife admonition) to foew themfclues very carefull 
in fleeing from your per{on,as from aman that fruneth, and per 
ia finning, you know very well how. 

In the meane tune whatiocuer you haue hitherto fayde 
for your purpofe, it moues not our mindes the breadth of 
onehaire, but maketh vs more confident concerning the 
goodnes of our owne caufe. And{o wee mcane ftillto con- 
tinue vncill your felfe(vpon further coxference, and founder 
deliberation with your fecret fanorites hall befound able to 
fay more for the matter then hitherto you haue done. 

And therefore now toconclude for the prefent , and to 
inferre Something of the premiffes, and {o to procced to fome 
foectallufes concerning the fame. If 1: be vndoubtedlie true, 
that men now(in thete lait dayes) are not effentiallie poffeffed 
with diuels nor difpoffefied, and that (ole prayer and fasting,they 
are nc fpeciallmeanes appointed purpotelie by the Lord him- 
felfe for their perpetuall butthat alfo,the teauen 
in Lancafhire, and William Sommers with the other two, 
namelie, Darling and K.Wright were not(in deed effential 
poffefed,and:being not fo, were not difpoffeffed at all by your 
pretended ordinarie meanes of prayer and fasting: then let the 
good Chrittian Reader 1udge, whether chofe men doe not 
very groflie erre in the generall, who fo confidentlie hold 
that men(now a dayes)both may be, and are alfo effentiallie 
poffeffed: andthofe alfo,who (affirming fullie fo much) doe 
yetturther very flatlic auouch, that (euen inthefe dayes of 
the Gofpell)men pofliblic may be, and are alfo effentially di/-

urpofe. And whether chofe men likewife, be notas faultie

named perfons (how abiurd focucr) thould be impugned by 
any. Yca,and rather then any found opso/ition of truth, to 
thofe their palpable untruthes fhould gaine a publike paf- 
fage: they wall (by all manner of meanes, direCtlie or indi- 
rectlie) contend for a moft vaine and frivolous matter: 
nanelie,that che faid Sommers, Darling, and K. Wright were 
no counterfeits. Notwithftanding howfoeuer fome in the 
world (tor any ching thatmay potliblie be fayde to the con- 
trary) will neuer be brought to acknowledge the infallible truth 
which we teach, wor dilclanme thofe palpable uxtruthes, which 
your fo vndutifully haue broched abrode tothe world, 
and thereupon be ioued to give the Lordthat glorieand 
praife,which ts tattle due tu bis Matettic tor thefe his latelie 
reuedled counfels, concerning thete intricate questions : and 
endevour withallto make their right vfe ot cuecry point (a 
thing ratherto be wthhed then hoped for) yet wifedeme (no 


doubt) fhe foall and will be instified freehe of all her children. Matth.11.19. 


And thus much in effect tor your two firlt déftributions: 
namcelie,the effentiall poffeffions and difpoffeffions of /pirits and 
digels: which may ferue to giue wile men awatchword, tll we 
heare your further determimation concerning the fame.

fubtilties and walie proceedings of that old Serpent the Diuell. Gen.3.1. 
Who (at his firit beginning of mifchiefes) hauing purpofely 
imployed the externall wsinisterie of the fubtile/t beaf?, in the 
{peedie fubuerfion of Adam and all his pofteritie, and percei- 
uing there was cuerfince (by the predeterminate purpofeof 
God ) {uch a perpetual examitse betweene them and their feede, as Gen.3.15. 
he became veterly without hope of vfing that felfefame meanes 
(as before) in aay his anfchieuous purpofes againtt the perfous 
and bodies of men, doth practife now a quite contrarie courfe,, 
and the fame alfo more dangerous then the other by many de- 
grees. Namely, he endeuouseth eftfoones (forthe fpeedier and 
more effeétuall corrupting of euery fuch facred ordinance of 
God,as concernesc{pecially the fernice of Saints )to Qirre vp in 
the-Church not crucii perfecuters, but fome certaine profeffors AG.20.30. 
of the felfefame focietie. Men 1 meane,not only reputed ptecife 
in the wor/d- but {uch (for themoft part) as will not fticke 
footh (in the pritching heate oftheir bole prid:) to fay (with 
skornefull difdaine) to all others befides theiielues, Stand a= 
part,and come not neeve vetoame, for I am holier then thou : 
withitanding theybe (for the moft part) th: {moking wrath of 
Tehonah,and a fire that burneth allthe day. 

Thefe men fortheir outward fhewes of ‘inceritie, being (a- 
mong many others) in theleaft fufpition of all concerning any 
Sinister prathifes, and fo (invery deede )the fitte/? initruments 
for the timely accomplifhinent of Sathan his peltilent purpos 
fes: therefore hee doth cunningly (educe their foules by one

2,T0M,1.17. A moft lamentable experience concerning the infallible 
truth-of that which we teach we may haue from the Anabap- 
tists in Europe : fromthe Donatists in Affricke : from the Jefu- 
ites in Germanic, in Fraynce,and elfewhere: from the Fami- 
Lifts,and Barrowssts in Exgland : from the fearefull fedugtion of 
Hacket, of Coppinger, of Arthington ; yea, and even now (at 
this prefenc) from the feducing Exorcists of euery condition. | 
Euery of thefe (howfoeuer they otherwaies pretend the good 
of the Charch,and the credit of christian Religion ) hauc bred a 
more dangerous {candal, and giugna more deadlie wound the 
appie 
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happie proceeding of our holic Re/igion in deede, then if 
had bin the profeffed and open adueriaries to theholie 
fion thereof. 

The dutifull confideration of thefe dangerous occurrents (a- 
rifing efpecially from Sathan his fubtile proceedings ) fhould 
helpto engrave. in ourhearts a deeper impreflion of thatthe 
Apostle bis heauenly admonition: concerning the due triall of toh.4.1. 
Spirits before, we dorafhly beleene their roaning reports. Yea, 
and the fame doth further demon(trate to all the world, that 
(howfoeuer the phantafticall crew may haplie impute a great 
follie vnto vs for thefe our painefull proceedings ) yet notwith- 
ftanding (the premifles dulie confidered) the wife will confeffe 
that we haue very iuft caufe to cry oue with the bleffed Apostle 
and fay, Would to God you could fuffer alittle our foolifhnes : yea, 2,Cor.11.1.2.$ 
and (indeede ) do you fuffervs.

Howbeit, we 
Stand greatly in feare,leaft,as the Serpent beguiled Euah through 
her fubtiltie, fo yonr minds fhouldbe corrupt from the fimplicitie 
that is in Chrift.

This feructh very Atlie to difcouer vnto vs,another of Sa- 
tan his cunning deuifes. Who when hee cannot otherwaies 
wreft from out of our handes religions exercifes , and other 
fuch facred matters of God: namelie, the word,Sacraments,in- 
noc ation.prayer, & calling vpon God, withthe reft of that kind: 
will chen very carefullie bettirre his {tumps, not onelie verie 
mifchieuoully to mens minds and indgements(concer~ 
ning thofe matters themfelues)by bearing them earneftly in 
hand,that there is effentiallie inherent in euerie of them, 
fuch an_vnfpeakeable vertue or power, asof it 
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felfe is able(ex opere operato ) to eftcét many maruels: but he 
will labour withall (if potliblic he nay) to mifcarie eucn the 
holieft & wifeft men in their ordinarie prathife of any the a- 

— forenamed exercifes and matters of God.So as(cuen in the ve- 
rie vie of the forenamed matters) hee will caufe them verie 
groflieto finne: in hauing (without any warrant at all from 
the word) an édle conceit, that cuen thofe very things theim- 
felues(by fome effentiall inherent vertue they wot not well 
what) are able forchwith verie tullie to effect, whatfoeuer 
their phantasticall conceit fhallfondlie or defire. 

And hereof it is,that the /aperstitions (ort are fo {uperftiti- 
oullie caried away withan idle perfwation,thatthe fue firft 
verfes of S. lohus Gofpell (being written in virgin parchment, 
and fastened priuilie about the patients necke )is not only a fin- 
gular medicine for the falling /ickenes, but a notable re

Hence itis,that their [dolatrous maffe is made a [acrifice 
propitiatorie for quicke and dead: and that therefore they haue 
their fexerall majffes for feuerall matters. 

That the daily rehearfal of their Ladses P{alter:doth pur- 
chafe to themfelues the remiffion of finnes. 

That the continuall faying of S. Bridgets Beades, com- 
monlie called their fifteene Ooes: will { for fitteene dayes be- 

fore) very direétlie demonftrate vnto them,the very day azd 
hower of their death, 

That the only pattring ouer of fine pater nosters, with fif- 
teene auies, and threecreedes: isa penance fatrisfattorie for all 
their former faules. 

Brieflie from hence alfo it is, that the Exorcists of euerie 
condition doe make fole prayer and fasting (ex opere operato ) 
their onlic effectuall meanes for the powertull expelling of 
dinels : yea, and that M, Dare/alfo himfelfe, doth fo confi- Deftrine, 
dentlie auouch the fame to be the only meanes,for the fpee- 
dieremouing of ante s#dgement of God whatioeuer. And 
thae the holic exercife of prayer and fasting is made an ordina- 
ry medicine for everie maladie: and thie onelie falue for euerie 
fore. Whereby it commeth to pafle that the moft men (neg- 
le&ting all other meanes els fortheir good) doe grieuouilie 
finne in temptingthe Lord: and (which more is) doe fuper- 
ftitiouflie prophane the holie exercifé of prayer and fasting. 

And (which is to berefpected the all) they doe 
thereby very ftrongly confirme the wifards of the world in 
their wicked opinions, concerning the fuppofed force of thofe 

_ their filthie forceries and magical inchauntments : bearing the 
the world in hand, that (by the onlie meanes of their filthie 
charmes, their frame of words, their fuperititious inuocations, 
and other their v/awfull orifons) they are able( without any 
moré adoe) to amend whatfoeuer is amiffe in man or beaft. 

And hereof itis,thatthe ignorant fort (beholding aman

Againe,this Doftrine of ours(fo notablte difcouering the 
prophanation of prayer and fasting, by Exorcifts,by Dinel- 
drivers by Sorcerers,and fuch like fuperstitiovs perfons it doth 
notablie lay open the inueterate malice of Satan, againftany 
the publike meetings of the people of God. Who when (by the 
Magistrates {peciall appointment) they haue iuft occafion 
to allemble together at their facred meetings, to make 
knowne,and to further thereby their baméltation and hartie 
repentance,in anhoped affurance of their reconciliation with 
God,by an holy obferuation ef the publikeexercifes appoins 
ted chereto:are very fure to be dangeroutly aflaulted therin, 
by the circumuenting {leights of the Divell. Who will veric 
earneftly endeuour to deface and ub{cure the forenamed 
exercifes, by ftirring vp fuch perfons for the performance 
thereof,as know not how to vndergo them aright,or which 
elfedoe but groffely abufe themto vnneceflarie and vainlie 
concerted purpofes,yea cuen ynto fuch as they were neuer or- 
dained for. N ainely, to driue foorth Dinels, ex opere operato: 
andto bethe fle and onely meanes (without any other be- 
fides) for the timely remouing of any the heanie indgements 
of God,of what kind foener. : 

Yea, and this their pretended effettuall power for the 
powerfull expelling of Dinels;they alcribe not (forfooth) to 
the more materiall part of thatthe appointed worfhip of God 
(namely to their fervent prayers) which were more tolerable 
by many degrees:but they unpute itrathertothe very mea- 
neft among all the ref?, I meane to their abstinence from meates 
ard drinkes,which 1s but a bodily exercife,and fuch alfo as pro- 
fits very little or nothing at all: Notwithttanding, thefe fillie 
poore foules, or rather thefe ftrongly feduced fors, they fpeake 
and efteeme of fuch /isperstitions fastings, as of a fuperexcel- 
lentand the moft powerfill meames of all other,to worke ma- 
ny wonders. withall.. Yea, and fo this be (in euery point): 
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performed according to the iuft compaffe of their idle con= 1/2.58.3. 


ceit, though the parties themfelues haue only but a bare hiffo- 


ricall faith,which the very Diuels are endued withall : yet their law.2.19. 


faid exercifes they are yndoubtedly of force (as themfelues 
very fondly imagine) not onely to remoue any temperarie 
indgement how heawie foeuer,but alfo to obtaine any tempe- 
rall bleffing at the hands of God. 

And whereunto tends this paltrie ffuffe (I befeech you) 
but onely to bring the holie things of our God into publike 
reprochamong the srreligious Athesfts aud godleffe crew;who 
(when they fhall feethem praétifed but only as cloakes to co- 
uer mens paltrie pretences, and to nox/le vp the world in 
their hypocritical prathifes prefently grow into fcorning 
thereof. Yea,and (which more is) feeing thefe cunning fedu- 
cers do fo ftoutely beare men in hand, that euen chofe veric 
outward worfhippings (albeit they proceede but from a bare 
historicall faith ) will worke fuch ftraunge and wonderfull 
things : what a dangerous blow doe they offer vnto all the 


found reprehenfions of the Prophets, Apoftles,and all other the fere 


uants of God, who vied euermore very fharply to checke the 
people of God, for their onely relying on, and for reiting 
themfelus too much vpon thofe their external exercifes, 
when the meane time) they negle&ted 4 true faning faith. 
with all other the vnfained fraits of repentance. 

Moreouer, this their idle conceit concerning the falfel 
fuppoled cfficacie of fale prayer and fasting for the 
expelling of Dixels,what doth it elfe (I befeech you)but ioy 
thé very hearts,and open the cauilling mouthes of all thofe 
our fusticiaries and cunning Recufants, who remembring 
very wellchat (in all our former preachings and writings )we 
haue hitherto very mightily mpugned, and flatly denied 
themthe expected merits of chofe their voluntarie worfhips, 
and of all other cheir owne workes of what nature foeuer: 

fhall yet now (notwithftanding) behold vs to chalenge the 
fame to our felues,yea euen ynto the very meaneft of al our 
exercifes;and thofe alfo not performed by the holie direétions 
of alanctified knowledge, but by the onely (adden fier-flafh 
ofa bare /:Storicall faith,without any warrant at al from the 


pirit of God.And thus much forthe prefent concerning thofe 
feneral 
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fenerall vfes,which haue amore {peciall relation to Satan — 
himfelfe.

Very well: and what are thofe other (Ipray you) which 
more refpectiuely appertaine vnto men?

Wherein (for the better confirmation of our faith in any 
other the eternall Decrees of God, propounded vnto vs in 
his ynchangeable word) wehaue deepely to confider and 
marke, what an smmutable Coherence, methode or order, the

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Lord hath obferued fromtime to time : not onely in caufing 1-Pet.1.10.11.13 
to be, but alfo in bringing topaffe (yea, euen inthe fitteft fea- 
fons ofall) his owne vnchangcable purpofes, his hidden De- 
crees and Counfels, his adimirable operations, and wonderfull 
ations, how unpoflible foeuer in xatare;yea,though neuer fo 
abfurd or obfcure humane reafon. As for example, the

14, 
orderly creation of things inheauen and in earth. Thewhich Gena.2. 
worke of creation (being in his owne ‘eternal purpofe before Wifd.tt+17. 
all times) was én time (you fee)very eftectually performed. 

So likewife,the Lord hauing purpofed (from before all 
eternities) tocallomt fromthe kingdome of confafion and =P?4/-1-9-4% 
darkenefle, fuch a felefted people (tor the further manifeftati- 
on of his glory on earth)as fhould in a more fpecial manner 

rofefe his holy religion: this {aid purpofe ( being in his eter- 
nall Connfell determined before all times) was in due time | 
accomplifhed, by calling forth Abraham from his owne Coun- Gen.t2.1. 
trey and kindred, and by rayfing (from out of his withered 4%7:3- 
Loynes) {uch an vn{peakable feede,as fhould furmount in mom 
number the Starres of heanen, promifing them certainely Gaks 
the appointed Sasiour, and performing the faid promife to 4nd 17-4.§. 
them in due time. and 22.18, 

Againe, the Lord hauing cternally decreed, not onely to Gen.15.13. 
deliuer his {aid Church trom the firte furnace of AEcypt, but 44.7.6. 
alfoto plant the fame inthe promifed Canaan: this his faid 
parpofe (being before ail beginning of time) was correfpon- Gen.15.13.16. 
dently accomplifhed foure hundred yeeres atter : in that he £x07.12.49. 
caufed the (aid Landto outthe: Amorites, and planted 
therein his owne inheritance, 

Solikewile the Lord hauing(from before all eterwsties)de- 
termined with himfelfe,to deliver the children of I/raellfrom 
that 4Evypttan bondage, by the mediation and miinisterie of 
Mofes ; hee obferued the felfefame\ order allo thetein, For 
this his faide purpofe being in +himfelfe ‘from before all 
beginnings of time : was correfpondentlie accomplithed 
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at his owne-appointed time. And therefore (accordingly as ke 
had promiled before vnto Abraham )he Mofes his fer- 
uant to aceomplifh the worke. Both by putting into his 
minde (when hewasfortie yeeres old) to vifite biz brethren: 
and by confirining him alfoin that honorable calling fortie 
yeeres after; partly, admirable order of “pearing unto 
him, and partly allo by 2 miraculous manner of working by him. 

Thus then ou fee) their delierance (being decer- 
mined with God before all times) it was accordingly promi- 
fed and performedintime. 

Andas before the Law wrtttenfrom the very firft creation, 
the Lord oblerued this method & order inthe orderly mani- 
feftation of any his vuchangeable ordinances : furely both 
at, and after the gining of the Law, there wasn him no fhadow 
of chaunge concerning that feltefaine vachaungeable courfe.

Neither hath che Lord obferued fuchan orderly methode 
of working onely before,and at the giusng of the Law: but euct 
fince then, he hach beene altogether one andthe fame inthe 
orderly accomplifhment of ai his aétiens,as may plainly ap- 
pearein his orderly effablifbing and fubuerting of the fene- 
rall Monarkes, how mighcie foeuer : in the feauentie yeeres 
captinitie of Ifraell his people : inthe birthand death of his 


onely Sonne: the vniuerfall eftabliihment of his ¢/oriors 


Gofpell: in Terufalems finall deftruttion : in reicéting ins 


people the Jewes, and us bringing the Gentiles into their roomes. 


And asin all thefe the precedent operations and attions: 10

his Croffe. as we may boldly aflure our telues of the fizall ac- 
complifhment of that which our Sauiour afhrmeth faying. 
No 1s the indgement of this world,now ws thePrince of this world rp, 2.3% 
cast out, that is, hw power of attuall poffeffion ts fully and finally 
determined. According tothat his authenticall meffage (elle 
where) vnto Herode laying : Behold, I cast out Diuels to day Luk,13.32. 
anto morro, and the third day I fhall be perfected, or the third 
day, [ will make anend otthat bulinefle, 
Thepremitles therefore confidered, there is no more rea- 
fon to doubt of the finall determination of this one, then of 
any other the eternall Decrees of God what foener. : 
For, feeing the Lord nct onely purpofed che finall determi- 
nation of Satan his power of actwall poffeffion from betore all ©¢.3-15. 
beginnings of time, butalfo very folemnely promifed, and 
moft powerfully effetted the fame'in that promiled feede, 
which was atlually to bruife the Serpents heade: who feeth not 
eucn one and the felfefime methode, and order herein obfer- 
ued, asin all other che forenamed pwrpofes and determina- 
tions of our eternall God, 
Ard cheretore, there is no more reafon to denye the fixall de- 
termination o: this one,then of any other the lke purpofed opera- 
tions of God: volefle we doe purpofely entend to bring prefent 
confufion vpon the orderly aétions of that only wife agent, who Dan.s.25. 
accomplifhech and ordereth all chines ix mseafure, in number, 26.0.

for traths, how abfurd foeuer in humane reafon: but they do 
rather procecde from the only imagination of mans idle braine,

caufes themfelues with the fundrie occafions and fenerall cir- 
cum/ftances of perfons, of times, and ot places with other occur- 
vents: that thereby you may more foundly be able to deter- 
mine thercof,
